As long as special privilege is given an undisputed right 


to conduct tin* legislative lobby, no complaint is made. The 
instant the executive—president or governor—who is the lobby­ 
ist of tl)<‘ people undertakes to secure legislation in the interest 
of the people, he has, according to tin* complaint which goes 
up, violated the constitutional provisions designed to preserve 
and keep separate ‘‘co-ordinate” branches of the government. 
Special interests maintain a lobby direct or indirect in its 
(fleet, according to the law of the particular subdivision, to 
look after their interests while the people have no one to look 
after their interests unless the executive who is rally elected for 
that purpose, does so. 
If it was not so harmful in its effect and so misleading, the 
complaint against executives who try to look after the rights 
of the many who cannot maintain a bureau or a lobby, if you 
please, to look after their rights and guard those rights against 
attack by the few demanding special privilege, would he amus­ 
ing- 
Whenever a watchful executive blocks special privilege in 
an effort to secure legislation favorable to it and harmful to 
the people we begin to hear that the executive is overstepping 
his const itutional rights. 
& long as special privilege is not interfered with there i 
MWplain about the executive exceeding his powers. 
The progress made* in the interest of the people under exec 
rirves who, “ interfere” with the legislative branch of the gov­ 
ernment is every day convincing people that there is need of 
jwt such executives and that the objections urged come from 
sources which people generally do not look upon with favor. 
The people are rapidly learning that an executive who is 
accused of dictating to the legislative branch is working in th 
interest of the many and against the favor-seeking few.

A fter the sun sinks below 
the horizon, the reflection on this 
Holden dom e gives it the appearance 
af a m iniature sun, and as the linger­ 
ing rays mingle with the rays of the 
moon, this apparent dome of solid 
Kohf slowly melts into one of silver.

In order to become more familiar 
arith the life of tile peasant under 
varying conditions, I spent nearly two 
days iii a fourth class railway coach, 
which is only one class above the o r­ 
dinary im migrant car.

and it wa- almost pitiful to sc* their 
- la* i-h religion - devot ion. 
On

Siberian road, -tops are 
few, hut h mg, and at the first oppor- 
tunity rn the morning, these peasants 
would rush from tfu* car, facing the

their r* ligious exercises. 
\t frequent 
intervals during the day, .standing in

p!e people cross themselves and earn­ 
estly j>ray from five to ten minutes. 
I hey were so intense in their devotion 
that they seemed perfectly oblivious 
of their surroundings, and the rever­ 
ential expression on their faces was 
ample proof of their sincerity. 
Quoting (rom a writer on Russia— 
’Owing to the intense ignorance and 
extreme religious principles of the 
Russian peasant, he is an easy victim

fellow, dressed as a monk or priest, 
traveled from one town to another 
and (or a sinai! sum. offered to show 
a few hairs of the Virgin Mary. Only 
one person was adm itted at a time. 
I*rom a small package, he removed in 
succession, a series of wrapping pa­ 
per- and in the last one the visitor 
was invite*! to g.i/c upon these mirac­ 
ulous hair.- 
I he 
piper, of course, 
was empty, and the peasant would de­ 
clare he saw nothing.

Tho sm allest carnivorous animal in 
tho world is an American weasel which 
is num erous in northw est Canada and 
Alaska and is occasionally seen about 
the great lakes. 
It is a true w ousel, 
hut only six inches long, with a tail 
only one Inch in length. 
AII its upper 
surface 
is 
in 
sum m er 
pure 
umber 
brown, but the throat, abdomen and 
inside of the icgs are pure white, and. 
unlike any ether w easel, it has no black 
at the end or the tall; hence, although 
the anim al turns w hite in the north in 
w inter, it does not show the black 
tipped tai) which characterizes an er­ 
mine pelt, and so ii is not sought by 
trappers aud fur traders. 
T his fact, with ifs sm all size and se­ 
cretive life, has made Us habits very 
little known, but they seem to be much 
like those of other weasels. 
It feeds 
on R ise/ta. which it finds alive In sum ­ 
mer and in winter digs out of rotten 
Jog*; upon sm all birds, etc., but lives 
mainly on mice. 
T hese it can follow 
into their narrowest holes and run­ 
ways. for it Is scarcely Inrger than a 
fltld m ouse itself, or. striking the trail 
o f one, it will trace all its wanderings 
and as soon as It catches sight of its 
prey will spring after It with am azing 
and fatal rapidity. 
It is frequently caught by naturalists 
In their mouse traps. 
An old Indian 
told \V. II. Osgood of the biological 
survey, who thus captured one in south 
em Alaska, that it w as a promise of 
rare good fortune. 
Ills brother, he re 
lated, had taken one when a boy and 
bad in consequence become a big chief. 
A good nam e for this least of the car­ 
nivores would be ’ m ouse hunter." 
It 
is known to science as Putorius rixo- 
sus,—Harper s. 


Sugar and gum arabic are likew ise 
brothers o f the sam e w eight and tex ­ 
ture. 
AII the hydrocarbons, known to sci­ 
ence as a com bination of sixteen atom s 
o f hydrogen and ten ntorns o f carbon, 
are alike in 
their com position. 
To 
enum erate som e—oil of orange, lemon 
cloves, ginger and black pepper.
